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We,  the  co-authors  of  this  book,  submit  this  history  of  the  Rohrer 
Family  to  our  readers  hoping  to  stimulate  your  memory,  to  give  you 
valuable  information,  and  to  afford  you  some  measure  of  enjoyment  in 
getting  a  brief  glimpse  of  your  early  ancestors.  We  undoubtedly  have 
made  mistakes.  We  would  be  glad  to  be  informed  of  them.  If  you  have 
information  which  has  not  reached  us  to  date  and  concerns,  especially  the 
early  history  of  the  Rohrer  Family,  please  send  it  to  us. 

The  historical  record  herein  is  as  nearly  complete  and  correct  as  it  is 
humanly  possible  for  us  to  obtain  with  a  limited  research.  Many  of  the 
early  records  of  the  family  have  been  lost  or  destroyed.  We  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  who  so  willingly  have  helped  to  make 
this  history  and  genealogy  possible.  The  authors  have  written  over  200 
letters  and  travelled  over  3,000  miles  by  automobile  to  assemble  this  in¬ 
formation.  We  have  been  working  on  it  over  a  period  of  ten  years.  Legal 
records  were  secured  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  Hagerstown,  Md., 
Canton,  Ohio,  and  Medina,  Ohio,  in  order  to  get  the  correct  history. 

We  have  enjoyed  this  research  and  now  that  it  is  finished  we  hope 
that  you  and  your  children  will  enjoy  the  results  and  will  treasure  the 
contents  of  this  book  in  the  years  to  come.

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It  is  memory  that  connects  the  past  with  the  present. 
History  is  a  memory  of  the  things  that  are  past,  and  those 
things  are  beautiful  or  tragic  according  as  men  have  conduct¬ 
ed  themselves  or  lived.  Within  the  pages  of  this  book  is  the 
memory  of  a  people  that  is  both  beautiful  and  fine.  The  name 
of  that  people  is  Rohrer. 

The  origin  of  the  name  is  found  in  the  German  word 
“rohr”.  That  word  designated  the  meadows  which  bordered 
on  the  swamplands  of  southern  Germany.  The  people  who 
inhabited  these  meadows  were  called  “Rohrs”.  Later  the 
name  was  changed  to  “Rohre”  and  still  later  to  “Rohrer”. 
There  were  consequently  many  families  in  the  17th  and  18th 
centuries  by  the  name  of  Rohrer,  who  were  not  related. 
Many  of  these  families  had  a  coat  of  arms  in  all  of  which  the 
cat-tail  of  the  swamplands  was  prominent.  The  tale  herein 
related  includes  no  coat  of  arms  because  of  religious  belief. 
This  is  the  story  of  a  people  who  carried  their  armor  in  their 
heart  and  that  armor  was  faith  in  God. 

In  the  early  days  of  Protestantism,  the  French  Protestants 
were  Calvinists,  and  were  known  as  Hugenots.  Francis  I, 
King  of  France,  and  his  son  Henry  II  persecuted  the  new  faith, 
but  not  continuously  enough  to  crush  it.  The  most  horrible 
event  of  their  persecution  was  the  Massacre  of  St.  Bartholo¬ 
mew  during  which  10,000  victims  fell. 

Henry  of  Navarre,  of  the  royal  family,  one  of  the  leaders 
of  the  new  faith,  escaped  the  massacre.  Upon  the  death  of 
Henry  III,  Henry  of  Navarre  became  king  of  France  as  Henry 
IV.  In  1598  Henry  IV  established  tolerance  for  the  Huguenots 
by  a  decree  known  in  history  as  the  Edict  of  Nantes.  In  1610 
Henry  IV  was  assassinated  by  a  half  insane  catholic  fanatic. 

After  Henry  IV  followed  a  century  and  more  of  perse¬ 
cution  again.  In  1685,  Louis  XIV,  then  King  of  France,  re¬ 
voked  the  Edict  of  Nantes  and  tried  to  compel  the  Huguenots 
to  accept  Catholicism.  Terrible  persecutions  fell  upon  those 
who  refused  to  abandon  their  faith.  Consequently,  tens  of 
thousands  escaped  into  Holland,  Switzerland,  Germany,  Eng- 
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land  and  other  countries.  Among  those  who  escaped  into 
Switzerland,  according  to  legend,  were  the  father,  brothers 
and  sisters  of  a  John  Rohrer  from  Strassburg,  Alsace,  then  a 
province  of  France  (approximate  date  1725).  John  was  some¬ 
how7  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  family  and  was  captured 
by  the  French  Arm}'.  He  later  escaped  the  French  however 
and  in  all  probability  fled  to  southern  Germany,  which  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  half  of  the  18th  century  was  a  haven  for  insur¬ 
rectionists  from  all  over  Europe. 

This  territory  of  refuge  was  known  as  the  Palatinate. 
The  many  hundreds  of  Swiss,  French,  Dutch  and  German 
immigrants  who  set  sail  during  the  years  1720-1750  from  Rot¬ 
terdam,  anticipating  a  new  life  in  a  newT  land,  w'ere  called 
Palatines.  This  immigration  movement  was  the  largest,  long¬ 
est,  and  most  consistent  one  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  TLe  immigrants  wrere  with  few'  exceptions  of  Protes¬ 
tant  faith,  many  belonging  to  a  group  calling  themselves 
Mennonites.  Dutch  Mennonites,  as  early  as  1710,  had  settled 
in  Penn’s  Grant  of  Land,  in  the  section  later  knowrn  as  Lan¬ 
caster  County,  and  by  1725  there  were  flourishing  settlements 
under  the  leadership  of  such  men  as  Hans  Herr.  During  the 
Palatine  immigration  it  was  only  natural  that  those  of  Men- 
nonite  faith  should  seek  their  Dutch  brethren,  to  w'hom  it 
was  necessary  in  many  cases  for  the  newr  immigrants  to  look 
for  help.  Many  had  fled  from  their  homeland  penniless  and 
it  was  only  through  the  kindness  and  brotherlv  help  of  the 
Dutch  settlements  that  they  were  able  to  pay  their  passage¬ 
way  and  find  food  and  shelter.  The  voyage  during  this  im¬ 
migration  movement  was  fraught  with  danger,  disease  and 
death.  Often  for  days  passengers  on  the  immigrant  ships 
lived  on  wormy  and  foul  food,  drinking  putrid  water  sw'im- 
ming  w’ith  live  insects.  Needless  to  say  many  died  while 
others  landed  weak  and  discouraged.  History  tells  us  that 
many  Protestants  in  the  Palatine  turned  back  at  the  dock  in 
Rotterdam,  after  hearing  the  terrible  tales  of  hardened  sail¬ 
ors,  but  the  Mennonites  w'ere  never  known  to  falter.  They 
w'ere  seeking  peace  in  God’s  free  country7  and  no  sacrifice  was 
too  hard  to  achieve  their  goal. 

The  ships  from  the  Palatine  usually  landed  at  the  port 
Philadelphia,  especially  those  carrying  a  large  percentage  of 
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Mennonites.  Landing  on  one  of  those  ships  “The  Morton- 
house”  on  August  21,  1728  was  a  Johanne  Roer.  He  was  un¬ 
able  to  write  his  own  name  and  could  only  make  his  mark 
when  he  was  required  to  sign  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
King  of  England.  The  captain  of  the  ship,  Jno  Coultas,  signed 
his  name  for  him  im  English  script,  Johanne  Roer.  It  is  very 
probable  that  this  Johanne  Roer  is  our  first  American  ances¬ 
tor,  as  legend  tells  ms  our  forefather  settled  in  Lancaster  Co., 
Pennsylvania,  in  1732.  It  is  perfectly  possible  that  this  Joh¬ 
anne  Roer  landed  in  Philadelphia  in  1728  destitute,  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  intervening  years  from  1728  to  1732  found  it  necessary 
to  work  out  his  passage  fee  in  one  of  the  German  settlements 
outside  Philadelphia.  This  would  have  been  no  exception,  as 
many  Palatines  were  required  to  follow  this  procedure. 

During  the  time  of  the  persecution  of  the  Huguenots  in  the 
reign  of  Louis  XIV,  France  made  several  conquests  in  Hol¬ 
land.  The  littje  republic  was  tom  by  strife  and  aggression  un¬ 
til  the  French  Revolution.  In  the  early  part  of  the  18th  cen¬ 
tury,  legend  tells  us,  a  family  by  the  name  of  Snavely,  also 
seeking  peace  and  religious  freedom,  immigrated  from  Hol¬ 
land  and  settled  in  Lancaster  County.  One  of  this  family  was 
named  Elizabeth.  Johanne  Roer  met  Elizabeth  Snavelv  and 
married  her  about  the  year  1735.  To  the  union  of  Johanne 
and  Elizabeth  were  bom  seven  sons  and  one  daughter:  John, 
Christian,  Jacob,  Isaac,  Henry,  Abraham,  David,  and  Magda¬ 
lena.  They  were  al  bom  on  a  farm  in  Lampeter  Township, 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 

The  first  actual  records  we  have  of  this  John  Rohrer 
(Johanne  Roer)  is  in  1763.  In  that  year  it  is  recorded  in  the 
book  of  deeds,  P-5fl!2  of  Lancaster  Countv,  that  John  Rohrer 
(spelled  in  the  deed  John  Rorrer)  bought  a  plantation  of  200 
Acres  from  John  Witmer  (spelled  in  the  deed  John  Whit¬ 
more)  for  $1164.  The  deed  says  that  he  paid  the  $1164  on  the 
day  the  deed  was  written  so  he  had  evidently  accumulated 
some  wealth  between  1728,  when  he  arrived  destitute,  and 
1763  when  he  bought  this  plantation  of  200  acres.  The  plan¬ 
tation  was  located  two  miles  north  of  route  30  along  the  first 
road  east  of  the  Conestoga  Creek.  (It  is  called  the  Conestoga 
River  now).  You  may  find  the  location  on  the  map  accom¬ 
panying  this  history.  John  and  Elizabeth  lived  on  this  farm 
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for  the  rest  of  their  lives.  John  died  jn  1772  and  Elizabeth 
in  1787.  The  place  of  their  burial  is  unknown.  John  and  El¬ 
izabeth  both  left  wills  when  they  died.  "They  are  recorded  in 
Orphans  Court  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania.  In  John’s  will  he 
divided  the  200  acre  Plantation  equally  between  two  of  his" 
sons,  Isaac  and  Christian. 

The  following  are  parts  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
John  Rohrer  1772:—' "The  18th  day  of  May  1772,  I,  John 
Rohrer  of  Lampeter  Township  in  the  County  of  Lancaster 
being  weak  of  body  but  sound  of  memory  and  understanding 
and  am  therefore  willing  to  make  my  last  will  and  testament 
in  manner  following: — First  it  is  my  will  that  all  my  just 
debts  in  the  first  place  shall  be  paid  out  of  my  estate.  Item 
I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  wife  Elizabeth  for  her 
dwelling  place  and  widowhood  the  new  house  and  cellar  and 
the  thereto  adjoining  garden  as  her  own  property  to  live  in 
and  use  it  as  her  own  and  besides  this  my  two  sons  Isaac  and 
Christian  shall  give  and  deliver  unto  her  yearly  as  follows 
viz: — twelve  bushels  of  wheat  six  bushels  of  rye,  two  barrels 
of  beer  and  one  barrel  of  cyder,  six  gallons  of  rum,  twenty- 
five  pounds  of  hemp,  eight  pounds  of  wool,  one  fat  hog  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  weight  and  sixty  pounds  of  fat 
beef,  one  bushel  of  coarse  salt  and  half  bushel  of  fine  salt  and 
all  fruit  as  much  as  she  pleases  or  as  much  as  she  has  need  of 
and  they  shall  also  deliver  unto  her  house  fire  wood  cut  small 
as  she  has  need  of  (and  at  night  time).  I  also  give  to  my  be¬ 
loved  wife  one  hundred  pounds  cash  and  a  chest  which  she 
chooses,  two  bedsteads  with  the  beds  which  she  chooses  and 
of  the  linen  cloth  as  much  as  she  pleases  and  also  the  kitchen 
dresser  and  of  all  kitchen  furniture  as  much  as  she  pleases 
and  two  chairs  and  the  table  and  of  all  other  furniture  as 
much  as  she  chooses  to  take  as  also  the  spinet.  Item  I  give  and 
bequeath  unto  my  two  sons  Isaac  and  Christian  my  lands  and 
plantation  on  which  1  now  live,  which  shall  be  divided  unto 
them  in  eoual  shares  bv  my  hereafter  mentioned  executors 
in  manner  following  that  is  to  say,  one  shall  have  as  much  as 
the  other  in  land  as  also  an  equal  share  to  each  in  the  wood¬ 
land  and  meadow  ground  as  near  as  possible  and  there  shall 
be  also  a  dwelling  house  erected  and  built  on  the  other  half 
part  of  said  land  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  my  estate.  After 
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the  land  is  divided  and  valued  unto  my  two  sons  Isaac  and 
Christian  in  aforesaid  then  they  shall  cast  lots  for  the  same. 
Lastly  it  is  my  wall  that  all  my  children  shall  be  shared  alike 
and  none  of  them  shall  have, any  advantage  or  perogative  be¬ 
fore  the  other  but  shall  be  equal  shares.” 

Johanne  R. 

John  learned  to  write  his  first  name  Johanne,  but  could 
never  quite  make  his  last  name  Rohrer.  It  might  be  interest¬ 
ing  to  know  that  in  casting  lots,  Isaac  received  the  part  of 
the  200  acres  with  the  house  on  it.  A  new  house  was  built  on 
the  other  half  and  Christian  received  that  part.  The  rest  of 
the  children  received  their  shares  in  yearly  payments  in 
monev  from  Isaac  and  Christian  as  they  paid  for  the  two 
parts  of  the  plantation  as  specified  in  the  will. 

The  rest  of  this  history  will  be  confined  to  Isaac  and  his 

descendants.  . 

Isaac,  the  fourth  son  of  John,  was  bom  on  a  farm  in  East 
Lampeter  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  in  1743. 
He  lived  at  home  with  the  rest  of  his  brothers  and  sisters  until 
the  time  of  his  father’s  death  in  1772.  In  his  father’s  will  he 
was  given  the  Southwest  half  of  the  home  200  acre  planta¬ 
tion.  In  1774  he  married  Elizabeth  Groff  and  lived  here  on 
the  home  farm  two  miles  north  of  Bridgeport  and  just  east  of 
the  Conestoga  Creek.  He  lived  here  the  rest  of  his  life.  To 
the  union  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth  were  bom  eight  children: — 
Elizabeth,  Martin,  John,  Jacob,  Maria,  Henry,  Isaac  and  Ab¬ 
raham.  In  1784  Isaac  and  Elizabeth  bought  a  plantation  of 
223  acres  in  Upper  Leacock  Township  from  James  Scott. 
They  paid  $8827  for  the  plantation.  Isaac  and  Elizabeth  lived 
their  entire  married  life  and  raised  their  whole  family  of  six 
boys  and  two  girls  on  the  beautiful  home  farm  east  of  the 
Conestoga.  Isaac  died  in  1804  at  the  age  of  61  years.  Eliza¬ 
beth,  his  beloved  wife,  died  in  1835.  The  place  of  their  burial 
is  unknown.  It  is  very  likely  that  their  graves,  as  well  as  the 
graves  of  Isaac’s  parents,  are  left  unmarked  somewhere  on 
the  beautiful  hillside  of  the  home  plantation  east  of  the  wind¬ 
ing  Conestoga.  Many  of  the  early  Mennonites  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  marking  graves.  Even  the  graves  of  such  early  Men- 
nonite  leaders  as  Hans  Heir  are  not  'marked  and  the  locations 
have  been  lost.  Isaac  left  a  will  when  he  died.  It  is  recorded 


in  Orphans  Court  in  Lancaster  County.  In  Isaac’s  will  he 
gave  the  home  farm  to  his  son  Jacob,  and  he  divided  his 
plantation  in  Upper  Leacock  Township  among  four  of  his 
other  sons,  Martin,  John,  Henry,  and  Isaac.  The  entire  estate 
in  money  and  lands  amounted  to  $31,470.  Each  one  of  the 
eight  children  received  in  either  land  or  money  equal  to  $3355. 
His  beloved  wife  Elizabeth  received  $1940.  Abraham,  being 
the  youngest  and  still  a  minor,  received  an  extra  legacy  of 
$1215  besides  his  regular  share  of  $3355.  The  rest  of  the  es¬ 
tate  went  to  pay  off  his  honest  debts. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
Isaac  Rohrer  1804: — “To  my  wife,  Elizabeth  I  bequeath  a 
dwelling  place  in  my  dwelling  house  the  small  room  in  the 
lower  story  and  towards  Northeast  and  so  much  place  in  the 
cellar  kitchen  and  garret  as  she  has  need  of  or  the  spring  house 
which  she  chooses.  Further  I  bequeath  unto  her  yearly 
twelve  bushels  of  wheat  which  must  be  carried  for  her  to  the 
mill  and  in  flour  back  again.  Further  two  beds  and  kitchen 
furniture  as  much  as  she  has  need  of  one  stove  a  chest  a 
clothes  press  kitchen  dresser  and  the  house  clock.  Further  one 
cow  which  must  be  kept  on  the  place  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  occupier  thereof  keeps  his  milk  cows  also  a  fat  hog  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  weight,  lire  wood  cut  small  as 
much  as  she  has  occasion  for,  garden  as  much  as  she  has  need 
of  two  barrels  of  cyder,  and,  of  the  fruit  as  much  as  she  may 
use,  fowls  and  eggs  as  many  as  she  may  have  need  of  also 
hacklet  flax  or  hemp  eight  pounds  of  wool  and  allow  her  a 
good  riding  horse  when  she  chooses  to  ride.  Further  in  money 
the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  Pounds  which  shall  remain  charged 
on  my  dwelling  place  at  lawful  interest  until  she  demands  it. 
Further  I  bequeath  unto  my  son  Martin  one  hundred  acres 
of  my  plantation  in  Leacock  Township  which  shall  be  divided 
by  two  men  but  in  such  a  manner  that  the  buildings  orchard 
and  meadow  shall  fall  to  his  share  and  I  value  it  to  him  at 
fourteen  pounds  per  acre  in  payments  of  two  hundred  dollars 
yearly.  Further  I  bequeath  unto  my  son  John,  fifty  acres  out 
of  the  same  place  which  is  surveyed  of  already  and  I  value 
the  same  to  him  at  fourteen  pounds  per  acre,  gales  of  one 
hundred  dollars  yearly.  Further  I  bequeath  unto  my  son 
Henry  the  remainder  of  my  said  plantation  and  not  herein- 
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before  bequeathed  excepting  ten  acres  of  wood  land  situated 
on  the  Horse  Shoe  Road  and  I  value  the  same  to  him  at 
twelve  pounds  per  acre  in  gales  forty  pounds  yearly.  Further 
I  bequeath  unto  my  son  Isaac  my  tan  yards  in  Lancaster 
Township  consisting  of  five  acres  and  also  ten  acres  on  the 
Horse  Shoe  Road  as  above  mentioned  and  I  value  the  same  to 
him  at  three  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  in  gales  of  twenty-five 
pounds  yearly.  Further  I  bequeath  unto  my  son  Jacob  my 
plantation  whereon  I  now  live  together  with  my  part  of  the 
piece  of  land  which  I  have  in  partnership  with  John  Landis 
and  I  value  it  to  him  at  sixteen  pounds  per  acre  in  gales  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds  yearly.  Further  I  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  son  in  law  Jacob  Sherrig  my  part  of  the  piece 
of  land  in  Hempfield  Township  which  I  have  in  partnership 
with  said  Sherrig  and  I  value  the  same  to  him  at  the  same 
price  for  which  we  have  purchased  the  same.  Further  I  be¬ 
queath  unto  my  son  Abraham  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
aforehand  and  before  my  daughters  and  then  he  shall  be  equal 
share  with  my  two  daughters.”  his

Isaac  never  learned  to  write  his  name,  and  always  made 
an  “X”  for  his  mark  after  someone  else  signed  his  name  for 

him. 

The  Children  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth 
ELIZABETH 

Elizabeth,  the  first  child  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth,  was  born 
on  the  home  farm  in  East  Lampeter  Township,  east  of  the 
Conestoga,  in  1776,  the  year  the  American  Revolution  started. 
She  married  Jacob  Shirk  and  lived  on  a  farm  in  West  Hemp- 
field  Township,  Lancaster  County,  near  Mountville.  She  re¬ 
ceived  her  share  of  her  father’s  estate,  which  amounted  to 
about  $3355.  The  date  of  her  death  is  unknown  and  the  place 
of  her  burial  is  unknown.  To  the  union  of  Elizabeth  and 
Jacob  were  born  five  children: — Jacob,  Suzannah,  Elizabeth, 
Catherine,  and  Mary.  Suzannah  married  Jacob  Neaser,  El¬ 
izabeth  married  John  Miller.  Catherine  married  Gottleib  Rit¬ 
ter,  and  Man,’  married  William  Hambright.  They  all  lived 
in  West  Hempfield  Township,  as  far  as  is  known.  No  further 
information  is  known  concerning  this  family. 
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MARTIN 

Martin,  the  second  child  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth,  was  born 
on  the  home  farm  along  the  Conestoga  in  1778.  He  married 
a  girl  whose  given  name  was  Anna  (Nancy),  but  the  family 
name  is  not  known.  Martin  lived  on  his  father’s  plantation  in 
Upper  Leacock  Township  until  the  time  of  his  father’s  death 
in  1804,  and  on  part  of  if  for  four  years  after.  In  Isaac’s  will, 
Martin  was  given  100  acres  of  the  plantation,  including  the 
buildings,  orchard,  and  nearby  meadow.  Isaac  valued  it  to  him 
at  $67.90  per  acre  and  specified  in  his  will  that  he  was  to  pay 
$200  per  year  to  the  rest  of  the  heirs  until  he  had  the  balance 
beyond  his  share  of  the  estate  paid.  Martin  and  Nancy’s  share 
of  the  estate  was  $3355  and  the  balance  yet  to  be  paid  was 
$3435.  In  1806  he  bought  from  his  brother  Henry  the  82 
acres  of  the  plantation,  which  he,  Henry,  had  been  given  in 
his  father’s  will.  Nancy  and  Martin  now  owned  182  acres  of 
the  original  223  acre  plantation.  However  in  1808,  Martin 
sold  his  182  acres  to  his  brother  John,  and  he  and  Nancy 
moved  to  the  city  of  Columbia,  where  Route  30  crosses  the 
Susquehanna  River.  Here  in  Columbia,  Martin  bought  an  Inn, 
located  on  Lot  105,  and  paid  $2325  for  it.  They  lived  here 
for  four  years  and  ran  the  Lin.  In  1812  they  sold  the  Inn  and 
Lot  for  $4240.  Martin  died  the  next  year  in  1813.  His  place 
of  burial  is  at  present  unknown.  To  the  union  of  Martin  and 
Nancy  w’ere  born  four  children: — Isaac,  Abner,  Mary,  and 
Henry.  They  w'ere  all  under  14  years  of  age  when  their 
father  died.  Martin  wras  35  years  old  when  he  died.  No  fur¬ 
ther  information  is  know'n  concerning  this  family. 

JOHN 

John,  the  third  child  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth,  was  born  on 
the  home  farm  along  the  Conestoga  in  East  Lampeter  Town¬ 
ship  in  1779.  He  married  Esther  Wenger  about  1801.  In  his 
father’s  will  he  wras  given  50  acres  of  the  223  acre  plantation 
in  Upper  Leacock  Township.  Isaac  valued  it  to  him  at  $67.90 
per  acre  and  specified  in  his  will  that  he  was  to  pay  $100  per 
year  to  the  rest  of  the  heirs  until  he  had  the  balance  beyond 
his  share  of  the  estate  paid.  John  and  Esther’s  share  ot  the 
estate  was  $3355,  and  therefore  the  balance  yet  to  be  paid 
wras  only  $40.  In  1808  John  and  Esther  bought  out  Martin 
and  Nancy  and  then  owned  the  entire  223  acre  plantation, 
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which  his  father  Isaac  had  originally  bought  from  James 
Scott.  John  and  Esther  lived  their  entire  married  life  on  this 
farm  near  Leacock.  John  died  in  i860,  the  year  the  Ci\il  War 
ended,  at  the  age  of  86  years.  Esther  was  born  in  1779  and 
died  in  1848.  They  are  both  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  the 
Stumptown  Church.  John  was  a  house  carpenter  as  well  as 
a  farmer.  To  the  union  of  John  and  Esther  were  born  twelve 
children: — Daniel,  Benjamin,  Maria,  Esther,  Isaac,  John, 
Jacob,  Martin,  Michael,  Elizabeth,  Israel,  and  Anna.  They 
were  all  born  on  the  plantation  near  Leacock  in  Upper  Lea¬ 
cock  Twp. 

Daniel,  the  first  child  of  John,  was  born  in  1803  and 
lived  on  a  farm  near  East  Petersburg.  He  died  in  1897  and 
is  buried  at  E.  Petersburg.  Benjamin,  the  second  child  of 
John,  was  born  in  1805  and  lived  on  part  of  his  father  s  farm 
near  Leacock.  He  died  in  1893  and  is  buried  in  the  Stump- 
town  Cemetery.  Maria,  the  third  child  of  John,  was  born  in 
1807.  She  married  John  Musser  and  lived  on  a  farm  near 
Groffdale.  She  died  in  1889  and  is  buried  at  Groffdale.  Esther, 
the  fourth  child  of  John,  was  born  in  1809.  She  married 
Joseph  Myers  and  lived  on  a  farm  near  Bareville.  She  died 
in  1890  and  is  buried  in  the  Myers  family  cemetery  near  Bare¬ 
ville.  Isaac,  the  fifth  child  of  John,  was  born  in  1810  and 
lived  on  part  of  his  father’s  farm  near  Leacock.  He  died  in 
1894  and  is  buried  in  the  Stumptown  Cemetery.  John,  the 
sixth  child  of  John,  was  born  in  1812.  He  lived  only  10  years 
and  died  in  1822.  He  is  buried  in  the  Stumptown  Cemetery 
beside  his  father  and  mother.  Jacob,  the  seventh  child  of 
John,  was  born  in  1813.  He  became  a  medical  doctor  and 
moved  to  St.  Louis  to  practice  medicine  and  to  live.  He  died 
in  1857  of  yellow  fever  and  is  buried  in  St.  Louis.  Martin,  the 
eighth  child  of  John,  was  born  in  1815  and  lived  on  a  farm 
near  Monterey.  He  died  in  1893  and  is  buried  in  the  Stump¬ 
town  Cemetery.  Michael,  the  ninth  child  of  John,  was  born 
in  1816.  He  was  very  short  of  stature  and  was  known  as 
Little  Mikey.  He  was  a  saddler  by  trade.  In  about  1835  he 
came  to  Canton,  Ohio  and  opened  a  saddle  shop.  He  lived 
along  the  Georgetown  Road  close  to  his  l  ncle  Isaac,  who  had 
come  to  Canton  several  years  before.  Michael  was  married 
twice,  first  to  Elizabeth  Sherrick  and  second  to  Mary  Wenger. 
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He  had  children  by  both  wives.  He  was  a  preacher  and 
preached  for  many  years  at  the  Mission  on  E.  Tusc.  Ave., 
Canton,  Ohio.  In  1843  he  sold  his  saddle  shop  and  purchased 
a  farm  from  John  Sherrick  along  Sherrick  Road.  Michael 
lived  on  his  farm  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  died  in  1894  and 
is  buried  in  the  cemetery'  at  the  Mission  on  E.  Tusc.  Ave.  El¬ 
izabeth,  the  tenth  child  of  John,  was  born  in  1818.  She  mar¬ 
ried  Samuel  Buckwalter  and  lived  on  a  farm  near  Intercourse. 
She  died  in  1897  and  is  buried  in  the  Hershey  Church  Ceme¬ 
tery'.  Israel,  the  eleventh  child  of  John,  was  born  in  1820. 
He  bought  and  shipped  grain  to  Europe  for  a  time  during  the 
Franco-Prussian  War.  In  1876,  following  the  War,  he  moved 
his  family  to  the  beautiful  Shenandoah  Valley  in  Virginia. 
He  lived  there  on  a  farm  near  Dayton.  He  died  in  1894  and 
is  buried  at  the  Bank  Mennonite  Church  near  Dayton.  Anna, 
the  twelfth  and  youngest  child  of  John,  was  born  in  1822. 
She  married  Christian  Stauffer  and  lived  on  a  farm  near 
Bird-in-Hand.  She  died  in  1844  at  the  age  of  22  and  is  buried 
in  the  Stumptown  Cemetery.

JACOB 

Jacob,  the  fourth  child  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth,  was  bom 
on  the  home  farm  2  miles  north  of  Bridgeport  and  just  east 
of  the  Conestoga  Creek  in  1780.  He  married  a  girl  whose 
given  name  was  Anna,  but  whose  family  name  is  unknown. 
In  his  father’s  will,  Jacob  was  given  the  home  farm  along 
the  Conestoga.  Isaac  valued  it  to  him  at  .$77.60  per  acre  and 
specified  in  his  will  that  he  was  to  pay  $600  per  year  to  the 
rest  of  the  heirs  until  he  had  the  balance  beyond  his  share  of 
the  estate  paid.  Jacob  and  Anna’s  share  off  the  estate  was 
$3355  and  the  balance  yet  to  be  paid  was  $4560.  Jacob  never 
left  the  old  home  farm.  He  was  bom  there,  lived  his  entire 
life  there,  raised  his  family  there,  and  died  there  in  1866,  the 
year  after  the  Civil  War  ended.  He  was  86  years  old.  Jacob 
and  Anna  are  both  buried  in  Mellinger’s  Cemetery.  To  the 
union  of  Jacob  and  Anna  were  born  five  children: — Maria, 
Elizabeth,  Abraham,  Anna,  and  Jacob.  They  were  all  bom 
on  the  old  home  farm  along  the  Conestoga. 

Maria,  the  first  child  of  Jacob,  was  bom  in  1809.  She 
married  Christian  Johns  and  lived  on  a  farm  in  Lancaster 
County.  She  died  in  1897  and  is  buried  at  Mellingers.  El¬ 
izabeth,  the  second  child  of  Jacob,  was  born  in  1811.  She 
never  married  and  lived  at  home.  She  died  in  1874  and  is 
buried  at  Mellingers.  Abraham,  the  third  child  of  Jacob,  was 
bom  in  1813.  He  lived  on  a  farm  along  the  Conestoga,  where

the  daily'  is  now  located.  He  died  in  1901  and  is  buried  at 
Mellingers.  Anna,  the  fourth  child  of  Jacob,  was  born  in  1816. 
She  married  Peter  Johns  and  lived  on  a  farm  in  Lancaster 
County.  She  died  in  1898  and  is  buried  at  Mellingers.  Jacob, 
the  fifth  and  youngest  child  of  Jacob,  was  born  in  1821.  He 
lived  on  the  old  original  Rohrer  Homestead  along  the  Cones¬ 
toga.  His  great  grandfather  John  Rohrer,  his  grandfather 
Isaac  Rohrer,  and  his  father  Jacob  Rohrer  lived  there  in  suc¬ 
ceeding  generations  before  him.  He  lived  his  entire  life  and 
died  there  in  1902.  He  is  buried  at  Mellingers.

MARY 

Mary,  the  fifth  child  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth,  was  born 
on  the  borne  farm  along  the  Conestoga,  in  1781,  the  year  the 
American  Revolution  ended.  She  married  Daniel  Stauffer 
and  lived  on  a  farm  along  the  Conestoga  a  little  farther  north 
than  the  home  farm.  She  received  her  share  of  her  father’s 
estate,  which  amounted  to  $3355.  Mary  and  Daniel  were  made 
guardians  of  her  youngest  brother  Abraham  at  the  time  of 
their  father’s  death  in  1804.  Abraham  was  only  16  years  old 
at  that  time.  Mary'  died  in  1873  and  is  buried  at  Mellingers. 
She  was  92  years  old.  To  the  union  of  Mary  and  Daniel  were 
bom  10  children:  Daniel,  Mary,  John,  Henry',  Isaac,  Christian, 
Susannah,  Esther,  Benjamin,  and  Elizabeth.  They  were  all 
born  on  the  farm  along  the  Conestoga  Creek  near  Eden,  Pa. 
Benjamin,  the  youngest  son,  lived  on  this  farm  all  his  life  and 
died  there  at  the  age  of  88  years. 

Daniel,  the  first  child  of  Mary,  was  bom  in  1806.  He 
moved  to  Ohio  and  died  there  in  1879.  Mary,  the  second  child 
of  Mary,  was  born  in  1807.  She  never  married  and  died  at 
home  in  1856.  She  is  buried  at  Mellingers.  John,  the  third 
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child  of  Mary,  was  born  in  1809.  He  also  moved  to  Ohio  and 
died  there  in  1872.  Henry,  the  fourth  child  of  Mary,  was  bora 
in  1813.  He  lived  on  a  farm  near  East  Earl,  Pa.  He  died  in 
1894.  Isaac,  the  fifth  child  of  Mary,  was  born  in  1814.  He  lived 
on  a  farm  near  Manheim,  Pa.  He  died  in  1885.  Christian, 
the  sixth  child  of  Mary,  was  born  in  1816.  He  moved  to  Ken¬ 
tucky  and  died  there  in  1895.  Susannah,  the  seventh  child  of 
Mary,  was  born  in  1817.  She  married  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Kurtz  and  died  in  1845.  Esther,  the  eighth  child  of  Mary,  was 
born  in  1820.  She  married  Joseph  Herr  and  lived  on  a  farm 
in  Lancaster  Co.  She  died  in  1901.  Benjamin,  the  ninth  child 
of  Mary%  was  bora  in  1826.  He  lived  on  the  home  farm  near 
Eden,  Pa.  He  died  in  1914  and  is  buried  at  Mellingers.  Eliza¬ 
beth,  the  tenth  and  youngest  child  of  Mary,  was  bora  in  1828. 
She  married  George  Kreider.  They  moved  to  Ohio  and  died 
there. 

HENRY 

Henry,  the  sixth  child  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth,  was  bora 
in  1784  on  the  home  farm  along  the  Conestoga.  Henry  was 
20  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  father’s  death  in  1804.  In  his 
father’s  will  he  was  given  82  acres  of  the  plantation  in  Upper 
Leacock  Township.  His  father  valued  it  to  him  at  $58.20  per 
acre  and  specified  in  his  will  that  he  was  to  pay  $194  per 
year  to  the  rest  of  the  heirs  until  he  had  the  balance  beyond 
his  share  of  the  estate  paid.  Henry’s  share  of  the  estate  was 
$3315  and  the  balance  yet  to  be  paid  was  $1417.  However,  in 
1806  soon  after  the  estate  was  settled,  he  sold  his  82  acres  to 
his  brother  Martin  and  went  to  Hagerstown,  Maryland.  In 
1810,  Henrv  bought  a  farm  of  143  acres  located  east  of 
Hagerstown  from  Henry-  Shrader  for  $11,038.  In  1812  he  sold 
this  farm  to  his  youngest  brother  Abraham  for  $12,493,  mak¬ 
ing  a  profit  of  $1455.  In  1813,  Henry  bought  24  acres  of  land 
also  located  east  of  Hagerstown,  from  Gerhart  Buckwalter 
for  $1385.  In  the  same  year  he  sold  this  piece  of  land  also 
to  his  brother  Abraham  for  $2125,  making  a  profit  of  $740. 
Henrv  then  moved  on  into  the  beautiful  Shenandoah  Valley. 
He  finally  settled  on  a  farm  in  Berkeley  County,  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  near  Martinsburg.  He  married  and  lived  in  Berkley 
County  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  Henry  died  in  1840  and  is 
buried  somewhere  near  Martinsburg,  West  Virginia.  To  the 
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union  of  Henry  and  his  wife  were  born  six  children: — Benoni, 
Esther,  Elizabeth,  Maria,  Martin,  and  Daniel.  They  were  all 
born  on  the  farm  in  Berkeley  County  near  Martinsburg. 

Benoni,  the  first  child  of  Henry,  was  born  in  1816.  Af¬ 
ter  his  father’s  death  in  1840,  he  moved  his  family  to  Michi¬ 
gan  and  later  to  Tiffin,  Ohio.  Here  he  bought  a  farm  and 
lived  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  died  in  1902  and  is  buried  at 
Tiffin.  Esther,  the  second  child  of  Henry,  married  Peter 
Basore  and  they  moved  to  somewhere  in  the  state  of  Wash¬ 
ington.  No  more  is  known  of  her.  Elizabeth,  the  third  child 
of  Henry-,  married  Joseph  Loose  and  lived  on  a  farm  near 
Bridgewater,  Virginia.  No  more  is  known  of  her.  Maria,  the 
fourth  child  of  Henry7,  was  born  in  1826.  She  married  Joseph 
Barnes  and  lived  for  a  time  on  a  farm  near  Martinsburg, 
V  est  \  irginia.  Later  they  moved  to  a  farm  near  Hagers¬ 
town,  Maryland.  After  the  death  of  her  husband,  she  moved 
with  her  son  Henry  R.  Barnes  to  Castalia,  Ohio.  She  lived 
there  on  a  farm  near  Sand  Hill.  She  died  in  1807  and  is 
buried  at  Sand  Hill.  Martin,  the  fifth  child  of  Henry7,  lived  on 
a  farm  near  Williamsport,  Maryland.  No  more  is  known  of 
him.  Daniel,  the  sixth  and  youngest  child  of  Henry,  lived 
somewhere  in  Berkeley  County,  West  Virginia.  No  more  is 
known  of  him.

ISAAC 

Isaac,  the  seventh  child  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth,  was  bom 
on  the  home  farm  along  the  beautiful  Conestoga  River  in 

TIsa.aC  rWa,S  ,only.  17  years  old.'vhen  his  father  died  in 
1804.  In  Ins  fathers  will,  Isaac  was  given  a  tan  yards  in  Lan¬ 
caster  Township  consisting  of  five  acres  and  also  ten  acres 
of  woodland  situated  on  the  Horse  Shoe  Road  in  Upper  Lea¬ 
cock  Township.  His  father  valued  it  to  him  at  $1698,  and 
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specified  that  he  was  to  pay  $122  per  year.  However  his  share 
of  the  estate  was  #3355,  so  he  had  $1657  coming  to  him  be¬ 
sides  the  two  pieces  of  property.  Isaac  married  Mary  Rohrer, 
a  first  cousin,  and  lived  in  West  Hempfield  Township,  near 
Mountville.  He  bought  and  sold  land  in  West  Hempfield 
Township.  "He  also  bought  and  sold  some  lots  in  the  village 
of  Mountville.  Mountville  at  that  time  was  knowh  as  Mount 
Pleasant.  Some  time  between  1824  and  1829  Isaac  moved  his ' 
family  to  Canton,  Ohio.  In  1824  he  sold  his  last  recorded 
land  in  Lancaster  County,  and  in  1829,  he  bought  a  quarter 
section  from  Wert  George  for  $2200,  near  Canton,  Ohio. 
They  settled  on  this  farm  located  along  the  Georgetown  road 
from  Canton  to  Louisville,  in  the  northwest  comer  of  the  in¬ 
tersection  of  the  Georgetown  and  Trump  roads.  Isaac  was 
instrumental  in  organizing  the  Valley  Chapel  and  donated 
the  land  for  the  church  and  cemetery.  Isaac  became  very 
wealthy  in  his  time.  He  owned  several  large  farms  and  did 
considerable  business  in  banking  and  in  the  financing  of  land 
transactions.  Isaac  gave  most  of  his  land  and  wealth  to  his 
children  during  his  life  time.  He  lived  in  his  old  age  with  his 
eldest  daughter  Nancy  on  a  small  farm  along  the  Georgetown 
road,  which  he  bought  and  gave  to  Nancy  and  her  husband- 
Isaac  died  in  1872  at  the  age  of  85  years.  Mary,  his  wife,  was 
bom  in  1793  and  died  in  1867.  Isaac  and  Mary  are  both  buried 
at  the  Valley  Chapel,  located  on  the  Tmmp  road  at  the  inter¬ 
section  of  the  Georgetown  road.  To  the  union  of  Isaac  and 
Mary'  were  born  eleven  children:— Nancy,  Isaac,  Elizabeth, 
Henry,  Maria,  Susannah,  F ranees,  David,  Leah,  Jacob,  and 
Sarah.  The  first  six  children  were  bom  on  a  farm  in  West 
Hempfield  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  near 
Mountville.  The  last  five  were  born  on  a  farm  near  Cantbh 
after  Isaac  and  Mary’  had  moved  to  Ohio. 

Nancy,  the  first  child  of  Isaac,  was  born  in  1817.  She  mar¬ 
ried  John  M.  Horst  and  lived  on  one  of  her  father’s  farms 
along  the  Georgetown  road.  She  died  in  1902  and  is  buried 
at  the  Valley  Chapel  east  of  Canton.  Isaac,  the  second  child 
of  Isaac,  was  bom  in  1819.  He  lived  on  a  farm  south  of  Rit- 
tman,  Ohio.  He  died  in  1873  and  is  buried  in  a  country  ceme¬ 
tery  south  of  Rittnian.  Elizabeth,  the  third  child  of  Isaac,  was 
bom  in  1820.  She  married  Samuel  Wenger  and  lived  in  Can¬ 
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ton,  Ohio.  She  died  in  1895  and  is  buried  at  the  Valley  ChapeL 
Henry,  the  fourth  child  of  Isaac,  was  born  in  1821.  He  lived 
on  one  of  his  father’s  farms  near  Louisville,  Ohio.  He  died 
in  1892  and  is  buried  in  the  Westlaw'n  Cemetery  in  Canton. 
Maria,  the  fifth  child  of  Isaac,  was  born  in  1823.  She  married 
Jacob  Sollenberger  and  lived  in  Canton.  She  died  in  1842  at 
the  age  of  19  years  and  is  buried  at  the  Valley  Chapel. 
Susannah,  the  sixth  child  of  Isaac  was  born  in  1825.  After  the 
death  of  her  sister  Maria,  Susannah  married  Jacob  Sollen¬ 
berger  and  moved  to  North  Dakota.  She  died  in  1877,  but  her 
place  of  burial  is  unknown.  Frances,  the  seventh  child  of 
Isaac,  was  bom  in  1826.  She  married  David  Horst  and  lived 
on  a  farm  near  Orrville,  Ohio.  She  died  in  1906  and  is 
buried  at  Smithville.  David,  the  eighth  child  of  Isaac,  was 
born  in  1828  and  lived  on  the  home  farm  east  of  Canton.  He 
died  in  1852  and  is  buried  at  the  Valley  Chapel.  Leah,  the 
ninth  child  of  Isaac,  was  born  in  1830.  She  married  Levi 
Horst  and  lived  for  a  time  in  Illinois  and  later  on  a  farm  near 
Louisville  east  of  Canton.  She  died  in  1896  and  is  buried  at 
the  Valley  Chapel.  Jacob,  the  tenth  child  of  Isaac,  was  bom 
in  1833.  He  lived  for  only  four  years  and  died  in  1837.  He 
is  buried  at  the  Valley’  Chapel.  Sarah,  the  eleventh  and 
youngest  child  of  Isaac,  was  born  in  1834.  She  married  Hiram 
Smith  and  moved  to  Darke  County  near  Bradford,  Ohio.  She 
died  in  1921  and  is  buried  at  Bradford,  Ohio.

ABBAHAM 

1  Abraham,  the  eighth  and  youngest  child  of  Isaac  and 
Elizabeth,  was  born  on  the  home  farm  east  of  the  Conestoga 
in  East  Lampeter  Township,  in  1788,  the  year  before  George 
Washington  became  the  first  President  of  the  United  States. 
He  was  only  16  years  old  when  his  father  died  in  1804.  His  sis¬ 
ter  MaryT  and  her  husband  Daniel  Stauffer  were  appointed  his 
guardians  until  he  became  of  age.  In  his  father’s  will,  Abra¬ 
ham  was  given  an  extra  legacy  of  $1215  in  addition  to  his 
regular  share  of  $3355.  In  1810,  he  married  Margaret  Beard 
from  Lancaster  County.  Margaret  never  learned  to  write  her 
name  and  always  made  an  “X”  for  her  mark  after  Abraham 
signed  her  name  for  her.  In  October  1811,  Abraham  and 
Margaret  bought  40  acres  of  land  from  his  brother  John. 
However  one  month  later,  in  November  1811,  they  decided  to 
go  to  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  so  they  sold  the  40  acres  back  to 
John  again.  They  went  to  Hagerstown  sometime  during  the 
winter  of  1811-1812.  His  brother  Henry  had  gone  to  Hagers¬ 
town  several  years  before.  In  1812  Abraham  bought  from 
Henry  a  farm  of  143  acres  located  east  of  Hagerstown  for 
$12,493.  In  1813  he  bought  24  acres  more  from  Henry  for 
$2125.  In  1814,  they  sold  their  167  acres  to  John  Kennedy  for 
$13,225,  losing  $1393  on  the  deal.  In  1815,  they  bought  a  farm 
of  172  acres,  located  two  miles  west  of  Hagerstown,  for  $12,- 
070.  On  this  farm  they  built  a  large  stone  house,  which  is 
still  standing  and  in  use.  The  house  has  been  remodeled  on 
the  inside  several  times,  and  has  since  been  plastered  with 
cement  all  over  the  outside.  The  house  is  still  in  good  con¬ 
dition,  although  the  foundation  in  the  southwest  corner  is 
starting  to  give -way  a  bit.  On  this  farm  were  born  all  but  the 
first  three  of  their  children.  During  1820  and  1821  Abraham 
and  two  other  men,  John  Hershey  and  Christian  Newcomer, 
speculated  a  bit  in  other  land.  They  lost  $840  in  the  venture. 
In  September  1832,  when  Andrew  Jackson  was  President  of 
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the  United  States,  Abraham  and  Margaret  sold  their  172  acre 
farm  to  Philip  Wingert  for  $6900.  They  lost  $5170  on  the 
farm.  During  October  and  November  of  that  same  year,  they 
moved  their  family  of  eleven  children  by  horse  and1  covered 
wagon  from  Hagerstown  Maryland  to  Wadsworth,  Ohio.  In 
December  1832,  they  bought  a  farm  of  100  acres,  in  Medina 
County  from  Thomas  and  Henry  Perkins  for  $350.  The  farm 
is  located  west  of  Wadsworth  on  the  Biverstvx  road.  Here 
they  stayed  and  finished  raising  their  family,  and  spent 
the  rest  of  their  days.  Abraham  was  a  restless  and  impulsive 
person,  as  was  demonstrated  by  the  number  of  times  he 
moved  and  the  short  notices  upon  which  he  decided  to  move 
in  spite  of  the  move  meaning  a  financial  loss.  He  was  also 
very  active,  even  when  he  was  passed  his  three  score  and  ten 
years.  It  is  said,  that  when  he  was  75,  he  would  place  his  hand 
on  the  yard  fence  and  jump  over  the  fence.  Abraham  was  a 
preacher  and  started  the  Wadsworth  Mennonite  Church.  He 
preached  there  many  years.  Abraham  lived  to  be  90  years 
old  and  he  and  Margaret  died  the  same  year  1878.  Margaret 
was  born  in  1789.  They  are  both  buried  at  the  Wadsworth 
Mennonite  Church.  To  the  union  of  Abraham  and  Margaret 
were  born  eleven  children: — Michael,  Man’,  Isaac,  Elizabeth, 
Margaret,  Sarah,  Jacob,  Amelia,  Abraham,  David,  and  Susan. 
Michael,  Mary,  and  Isaac  were  bom  on  the  farm  east  of 
Hagerstown,  while  all  the  rest  were  born  on  the  farm  west 
of  Hagerstown. 

Michael,  the  first  child  of  Abraham,  was  bom  in  1812. 
He  married  Elizabeth  Westifer  and  lived  on  a  farm  West  of 
Wadsworth.  His  wife’s  father,  Beverend  William  Westifer 
and  family  came  to  Ohio  in  the  same  covered  wagon 
train  as  Michael’s  father  and  family.  William  Westifer 
started  the  Martin  Mennonite  Church  cast  of  Orrville, 
Ohio.  Michael  was  also  a  preacher  and  prepebed  at 
the  Wadsworth  Mennonite  Church  following  his  father.  Mi¬ 
chael  died  in  1895  and  is  buried  at  the  Wadsworth  church. 
Mary,  the  second’ child  of  Abraham,  was  bom  in  1813.  She 
married  Peter  Newcomer  and  lived  on  a  farm  north  of  Rit- 
tman,  Ohio.  Mary  died  in  1899  and  is  buried  at  the  Wads¬ 
worth  Church.  Isaac,  the  third  child  of  Abraham,  was  bom 
in  1814,  and  lived  on  a  farm  in  Seneca  County  near  Tiffin, 
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and  later  near  Columbiana,  Ohio.  He  died  in  1896  and  is 
buried  in  the  Midway  Cemetery  near  Columbiana,  Ohio.  El¬ 
izabeth,  the  fourth  child  of  Abraham,  was  bom  in  1816.  She 
married  John  Markley  and  lived  on  a  farm  wrest  of  Wads¬ 
worth.  She  died  in  1906  and  is  buried  at  the  Blake  Mennonite 
Church.  Margaret,  the  fifth  child  of  Abraham,  was  bom  in 
1817.  She  married  David  Lehman  and  lived  on  a  farm  in  Co¬ 
lumbiana  County  near  North  Lima,  Ohio.  She  died  in  1916 
and  is  buried  in  the  Columbiana  Cemetery.  Sarah,  the  sixth 
child  of  Abraham,  wras  bom  in  1819.  She  never  married  and 
lived  on  the  home  farm  west  of  Wadsworth.  She  died  in 
1893  and  is  buried  at  the  Wadsworth  church.  Jacob,  the  sev¬ 
enth  child  of  Abraham,  was  born  in  1821.  He  lived  on  a  farm 
along  the  pike  between  Seville  and  Medina.  He  died  in  1916, 
and  is  buried  at  the  Blake  Mennonite  Church.  Amelia,  the 
eighth  child  of  Abraham,  was  born  in  1823.  She  never  mar¬ 
ried  and  lived  on  the  home  farm  west  of  Wadsworth.  She 
died  in  1913  and  is  buried  at  the  Wadsworth  church.  Abra¬ 
ham,  the  ninth  child  of  Abraham,  was  born  in  1825.  He  lived 
on  a  farm  west  of  Wadsworth.  He  died  in  1915  and  is  buried 
at  the  Wadsworth  Mennonite  Church.  David,  the  tenth  child 
of  Abraham  was  born  in  1827.  He  lived  on  the  home  farm 
west  of  Wadsworth.  He  died  in  1901  and  is  buried  at  the 
Wadsworth  Church.  Susan,  the  eleventh  and  youngest  child 
of  Abraham  was  bom  on  the  farm  west  of  Hagerstown  in 
1830.  She  married  Abraham  Lehman  and  lived  on  a  farm 
near  Columbiana,  Ohio.  She  died  in  1921  and  is  buried  in  the 
Midway  Cemetery  near  Columbiana,  Ohio.

The  Rohrers  of  whom  we  have  no  record  are  scattered  to 
the  four  corners  of  the  United  States.  There  are  Rohrers  in 
practically  every  Stale  of  the  Union.  No  doubt  they  all  have 
the  same  blood  coursing  through  their  veins.  It  would  be  a 
life  time  piece  of  work  to  locate  and  catalogue  them  all.  Thus 
come  to  a  close  the  history’  of  a  family  that  has  kept  the  faith 
of  a  religious  belief  through  more  than  200  years  in  America. 
It  was  enough  for  John  and  his  family  to  find  peace  and  re¬ 
ligious  freedom  in  this  new  land,  while  travelling  towards  a 
heavenly  home.  Earthly  citizenship  was  only  secondary,  so 
this  family  kept  themselves  apart  and  were  not  lured  from 
the  heritage  left  them  by  their  forefathers.  The  life  of  the 
frontier  played  an  important  role  in  developing  the  character 
of  this  people.  New  methods  of  farming  and  government 
were  accepted  and  used.  Schools  were  built  and  children  were 
educated.  Labor  saving  devices  and  modern  conveniences 
were  installed  on  the  farm  and  in  the  home.  But  the  funda¬ 
mental  character  of  this  family  remained  unchanged  through 
the  years.  Their  descendants  during  2  centuries  have  develop¬ 
ed  a  spirit  of  democracy  and  individualism,  that  has  made 
them  both  aggressive  and  steadfast.  These  characteristics  are 
evident  today,  especially  among  the  many  descendants  in  Lan¬ 
caster  County,  Pennsylvania,  who  live  in  what  is  called  the 
garden  spot  of  the  world.  Their  lands  are  good,  their  homes 
spacious,  and  the  lives  of  their  families  remain  simple  and 
God  fearing.  Practically  all  are  members  of  the  Mennonite 
Church. 
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It  is  outstanding  in  the  genealogy  of  a  family  covering 
more  than  200  years,  that  there  are  so  few  who  have  lost 
their  faith  and  have  yielded  to  worldly  temptations.  This  is 
especially  remarkable  in  such  a  rapidly  moving  age  as  the 
20th  century.  There  can  be  only  one  explanation,  namely,  a 
strong  relgious  background  and  a  tendancy  to  remain  apart 
from  the  rest  of  the  world.  We  can  only  hope  that  those  of 
you  who  have  the  Rohrer  blood  pulsating  within  your  veins 
today  will  pass  on  that  same  integrity  and  faith  to  youri 
children  and  your  children’s  children.

In  listing  the  genealogy  which  follows,  we  have  listed 
Johanne  Rohrer,  who  came  to  America  in  1728,  as  the  first 
generation.  Isaac,  his  son,  as  the  second  generation;  the  eight 
children  of  Isaac  marked  I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  VI,  VII  and  VIII 
are  the  third  generation;  the  grandchildren  of  Isaac  marked 
A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  etc.,  are  the  fourth  generation;  the  great 
grandchildren  of  Isaac  marked  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  etc.  are  the 
fifth  generation;  and  the  great  great  grandchildren  of  Isaac 
marked  a,  b,  c,  d,  e,  f,  etc.  are  the  sixth  generation.  Our  re¬ 
search  stopped  with  the  sixth  generation.  There  are  two  more 
generations  now  in  existence,  namely,  the  seventh  and  eighth 
generations,  but  they  are  not  listed.  We  recommend  that 
each  individual  continue  the  genealogy  of  his  or  her  particular 
branch  through  the  7th  and  8th  generations.  There  are  37 
members  of  the  fifth  generation  still  living  at  this  date.  They 
are  all  over  65  years  of  age,  and  many  are  in  their  80’s.  A 
few  are  over  90.  There  are  about  350  of  the  sixth  generation 
living  and  listed  in  this  book.  They  range  in  ages  from  40 
years  to  70  years.
